In the first 
place, the tanks excavated by zemindars have been neglected by them 
since the passing of Regulation VIII of 1819, under which they gave 
patni leases of their estates, and thus ceased to feel any direct interest in 
their improvement. In the second place, the tanks excavated by private 
persons came in the course of time to have many co-sharers, many of whom 
were unable to spend money for the improvement of their tanks, and their 
tanks have been therefore allowed to silt up or deteriorate. The first class of 
tanks may be improved by applying to them the provisions of section 38 
of the Bengal Tenancy Act of 1885, which enable the ryot to obtain a 
reduction of the rent paid by him to the zemindar in the event of his holding 
suffering permanent deterioration through accumulations of sand or other 
causes. ‘The party who receives rent will be compelled to re-excavate and 
repair bad tanks if his rent-roll is injuriously affected by his not doing so, 
As fortanks belonging to private individuals, their proprietors should be 
asked to reclaim and repair them when necessary, and if they decline to do 
so, the task should be undertaken by Union Committees at the expense of 
the proprietors. In the case of tanks having many co-sharers, all repairs 
should be executed at the expense of the most well-to-do among them, and 
the other co-sharers may be made to sell their shares to him.

The preparations for the celebration of the 
Jubilee were in some cases of a forced nature, some of the Magistrates in 
the mofussil having compelled people to pay subscriptions for the purpose. 
Again, in their address to the Queen, the public bodies were prevented 
from making any allusion to the sufferings or grievances of the country. As 
regards the illumination, it was not a success so far as private houses were 
concerned: only a few houses in the northern division of the town were 


lighted. Thus to the native the day of the Jubilee was very different from 
what it was to the European and the Eurasian.

102. The Navavibhdkar Sddharani, of the 21st February, says that the 
release of twenty-three thousand prisoners by 
—— Government on the occasion of the Jubilee is 
an act befitting the grandeur of the ceremony. But the grant of only 
Rs, 20,000 for the release of some civil jail prisoners is not at all worthy of 
the occasion. Titles which do not carry with them special privileges or allow- 
ances are also worthless. Government is also in the habit of making verbal 
assurances to its subjects on such occasions. There is, however, no definite 
assurance in the Viceroy’s Jubilee speech. There have been  rejoicings 
all over the country on this occasion, and great preparations have 
been made for its celebration by both the officials and the people. It will be 
impossible to stop the mouths of ill-grained slanderers and fault-finders, who 
will perhaps ask: ‘* What do the release of prisoners, the illuminations, and 
the fireeworks amount to after all, and what good has been -gained in 
consequence of the Jubilee, when not one burdensome tax has been taken off, 
when food-grains continue to be exported on as large a scale as ever, 
and when poor people remain as unarmed, and therefore as defenceless, 
as before against the attacks and ravages of wild beasts?” But the writer 
has nothing to say to such sordid people as can go on whining in this strain 
on such @ joyful occasion. ‘The very idea of honouring meritorious persons 
with empty titles deserves to be strongly reprobated; and the new honours 
created for the pundits of the country will of a certainty deal a death-blow 
toSanskrit learning. Let not Lord Dufferin dishonour literature and 
science by conferring these new titles on Hindu Pundits. It is also 
observed that only students or professors of logic have been honoured on 
this occasion, and professors of Smri¢i, or Hindu law, who are in fact the 
real rulers of the Hindu community have been neglected. Only one 
Professor of Smritz, Pundit Tarinichurn Siromoni, has been honoured, and 
he is a Vikrampore man. And he too would not perhaps have been 
honoured if he had not been the Sabha Pundit of Maharajah Jotindra Mobun 
agore.

The Viceroy's Jubilee speech. with the Queen with the view of making hght 
of Government’s own responsibility for all that 1s bad in its administration of 
Indian affairs. There can be no sympathy with such an attempt. All 
India sings the virtues of the Queen in rapturous glee, but it cannot sing 
in this way the virtues of the British officials. The Government servants 
ought to have kept themselves aloof from the people on such an occasion, 
and Lord Dufferin said that they did so. But everything has now 
been brought to light, and people now see that the Government officers 
were associated with the people in every Jubilee demonstration. On the 
occasion of worshipping a god, Hindus are in the habit of asking for boons 
and of unloading their hearts to their god. But Government seriously 
interfered with the Hindu’s worship of his goddess Queen by prohibiting 
him to beg any boon of her or to freely unburden his heart to her. And 
ret it is said that Government has stood aside and allowed its subjects to 
celebrate their great festival according to their own free will and pleasure. It 
is not good policy to obstruct or arrest the flow of spontaneous loyalty. 
What has been done by the Government here ought to be brought to the 
notice of the Queen. The British nation, the British Parliament, and the 
British Queen, ought to know thatthe liberty of the Indian subjects is 
placed entirely at the mercy of Anglo-Indian officials who dislike sincere 
and enthusiastic demonstrations of Indian loyalty and love to make a sordid 
and severe use of their power.

The apprehensions of famine have not passed away or 
grown less fearful, because public works alone can never put an end to 
them. It cannot be admitted that Western education has eradicated all evil . 
that education has introduced many new evils into the country. Means 
should be adopted by which the well-being of all the Indian people may 
be secured, and all attempt to unify them should be abandoned as doomed 
to certain failure. That the administrators of India are in duty bound to 
protect and promote her interests is very clear, but it may be doubted 
whether they themselves understand this as they should. But every officer 
of Government should understand this and act accordingly.
